Conflict of Interest Statement

Applicant Interviews

Rebecca McClellan, D.V.M.
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The Board reviewed an application for licensure by reciprocity as a veterinarian submitted by
Rebecca McClellan, DVM. Dr. McClellan requested a waiver pertaining to the number of years
and average weekly hours of active practice due to several moves and the birth of two children.
Dr. McClellan was present to answer any questions from members of the Board. Upon review
and discussion, Dr. Federico made a motion, seconded by Dr. Johnson, to grant the license. The
motion carried.

The Board reviewed an application for licensure as a veterinarian submitted by Anna McRee,
DVM. Dr. McRee answered “yes” to the question on the application regarding conviction of any
felony or misdemeanor. Dr. McRee was present to answer any questions from members of the
Board regarding a 2012 Theft conviction. After discussion and review of the documentation,
Dr. Johnson made a motion, seconded by Ms. Strong, to approve the application. The motion
carried.

The Board reviewed an application for licensure as a veterinary medical technician submitted by
Judy Hagan. Ms. Hagan answered “no” to the question on the application regarding conviction
of any felony or misdemeanor. Ms. Hagan was not present. Ms. Hagan submitted documentation
and a letter of explanation regarding convictions in 2002 for Domestic Violence and Theft. After
discussion and review of the documentation, Dr. Federico made a motion, seconded by Ms.
Walsh, to approve the application. The motion carried.

Progress Report — Julia L. Adams, D.V.M.

As per the Order approved by the Board on August 12, 2015, Dr. Adams appeared before the
board for her annual appearance.

Progress Report — Stacy R. Smith, D.V.M.

As per the Order approved by the Board on April 10, 2014, Dr. Smith appeared before the board
for his annual appearance.

Financial Report

Ms. Vanessa Crutcher, Fiscal Services, reviewed the financial report for the fiscal year ending
June 30, 2015. Ms. Crutcher provided an explanation of expenditure line items. The report
reflected a current year net of $72,029.33 and a $413,189.28 cumulative carryover as of June 30,
2015.

Investigations and Disciplinary Report

Ms. Nichelle Dorroh, Disciplinary Coordinator, reported there are currently nineteen (19) open
complaints in the Office of Investigations. Ms. Dorroh also provided a list of practitioners
currently being monitored for compliance with disciplinary orders.

Office of General Counsel (OGC) Report

Mr. Keith Hodges, Board Attorney, reported the Office of General Counsel has twenty-five (25)
open cases pertaining to the Board of Veterinary Medical Examiners. There are two (2) Consent
Orders to be presented to the Board at this meeting. Proposed rule amendments are under review
in the Office of General Counsel.

Policy Statement — Delegation of Authority to Board Director

Upon discussion, Dr. Federico made a motion, seconded by Ms. Walsh, to adopt the following
policy delegating authority to the Board director to perform the following tasks:
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1. The Board director is authorized to review all license applications to determine if they are
complete and ready for Board consideration. Final approval of all applications must be
made by the Board.

2. The Board director, in consultation with the Board’s attorney, is authorized to issue
limited premise permit waivers to veterinarians who meet the requirements for such
under T.C.A. 8 63-12-139(k).

The motion carried. (This revised policy replaces similar policies adopted in 1997 and 1998.)
Consent Order — Ray A. Draper, C AE.T.

Mr. Draper was not present and was not represented by counsel. Mr. Keith Hodges, Assistant
General Counsel, presented the Consent Order to the Board for ratification. While employed as
a CAET at McMinn Regional Humane Society in Athens, Tennessee, Mr. Draper euthanized
four dogs via intracardiac injection without first tranquilizing said dogs. Mr. Draper agreed to
voluntarily surrender his license to perform euthanasia and pay costs of the proceedings. Dr.
Federico made a motion, seconded by Dr. Johnson, to accept the Consent Order. The motion
carried.

Consent Order — Michelle E. Smallwood, D.V.M.

Dr. Smallwood was not present and was not represented by counsel. Mr. Keith Hodges,
Assistant General Counsel, presented the Consent Order to the Board for ratification. Dr.
Smallwood operated and practiced at her current clinic on an expired premise permit from about
April 30, 2011 to about March 18, 2015. Dr. Smallwood agreed to pay total civil penalties in the
amount of two thousand, four hundred dollars ($2,400.00) plus costs of the proceedings. Ms.
Walsh made a motion, seconded by Dr. Federico, to accept the Consent Order. The motion
carried.

Discussion — 2016 Music City Veterinary Conference

The 2016 Music City Veterinary Conference is scheduled to be held February 26 — 28, 2016 at
the Embassy Suites Hotel in Murfreesboro, TN. Dr. Federico made a motion, seconded by Dr.
Johnson, to fund the cost for Ms. Lampley to attend and be an exhibitor at the conference. The
motion carried.

Taskforce — Veterinary Facilities

Upon discussion, the Board appointed a taskforce comprised of Drs. Ladd and Federico to
review and make recommendations regarding procedures for facility inspections and revisions to
facility rules.
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Discussion — CE Credit for USDA-APHIS Accreditation Modules

Board members reviewed the list of twenty-seven (27) USDA-APHIS accreditation modules.
Upon discussion, a motion was made by Dr. Federico, seconded by Dr. Johnson, to approve all
modules as meeting the regulatory requirement contained in Rule 1730-01-.12(1)(b) which states
“For every two-year period, two (2) of the required hours must pertain to regulatory issues,
controlled substances, or professional ethics.” The motion carried.

Report — Controlled Substance Monitoring Database Program

Dr. Johnson gave a brief update on the work of the committee. She stated that veterinarians
make up less than one percent (1%) of over-prescribers in the state. The committee meets
approximately five times per calendar year.

Inspection Status Report

A total of one hundred twenty-six (126) inspections were conducted during the period of July
thru November, 2015.

Director’s Report

Ms. Lampley reported that she and Dr. Galloway attended the AAVSB Annual Meeting and
Conference held September 17 — 19, 2015 in Milwaukee, Wisconsin. A recap of the topics
presented was provided.

Students from the UT College of Veterinary Medicine will be attending the Music City
Veterinary Conference again this year and Ms. Lampley will be speaking to them about the
Board and the licensure process. Dr. Walter Clark, Board Consultant, and Ms. Lampley will also
be conducting a session on Saturday afternoon of the conference.

Correspondence

The Board reviewed correspondence from Lindsey J. Gilmour, DVM, DACVR regarding
Tennessee laws for teleradiology consulting and whether a veterinary radiologist boarded in
another state was allowed to read radiographs remotely and provide ongoing teleradiology
consultations for veterinarians/clients/patients in Tennessee and if there were any limitations.
The Board agreed with the opinion of Mr. Hodges that consulting veterinarians outside
Tennessee are not required to hold a Tennessee license, provided the consultation was initiated
by a veterinarian licensed in Tennessee who has a VCPR with the client and the patient for
whom the consultation is being initiated.

The Board reviewed correspondence from the UT College of Veterinary Medicine requesting
consideration of a blanket twenty (20) continuing education credits yearly for Tennessee
licensees successfully participating in their internship or residency programs and for licensed
faculty members.

Rule 1730-01-.12(3)(e)(4.) states that “Educational programs dealing with the practice of
veterinary medicine provided by ...schools or colleges of veterinary medicine...” need not
receive prior approval and constitute Board approved continuing education.” not receive prior
approval and constitute Board approved continuing education.” Pursuant to this rule, it is the
opinion of the Board that all internship and residency programs provided by the UT College of
Veterinary Medicine are accepted and approved; therefore, no blanket exemption is necessary for
licensed interns and residents. Each licensee will need to maintain documentation of completion
of the respective program and the number of continuing education hours completed during the
program.

The Board voted to deny the request for a blanket twenty (20) continuing education credits
yearly for licensed Tennessee faculty who hold practice privileges within the UT Veterinary
Medical Center. Members of the Board feel there is great value in attending and participating in
a meeting with peers and that this interaction is needed in order to learn and increase one’s level
of knowledge which is the purpose of continuing education.
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Adjournment

There being no further business, the Board moved to adjourn at 11:15 p.m.
